Rents charged for dwelling units 
in the veterans’ housing project 
appear to be in excess of actual 
needs, according to a report just 
issued by Thomas J, Buckley, state 
auditor, 


The excess, the report Says, is 
evidenced by the fact that a surplus 
from op eration of more than $12,000 
has already been developed, 


These comments have been drawn 
as the result of an examination of 
the accounts of the Andover Hous- 
ing authority by the state auditor’s 
department for the period July 1, 
1950 to July 31, 1951, 

Shelter rent on the 56 dwelling 
units at the veteran’s project, set 
up by the state housing authority, 
are calculated on the 18% and 14% 
basis, that is 18% of the net income 
for families with less than three 
minor dependents and 14% of the 
net income for families with three 
or more dependents, 

Total utility charges are as fol- 
lows: 2-bedroom, $13.50 for heat, 
water and electricity; 3-bedroom, 
$15.80, and 4-bedroom, $17.80. 
The calculated shelter rent plus 
the utility charges establish the 
monthly rent for each tenant. 

The report also notes that the 
average rent as set up on the pre- 
liminary estimate and actual ave- 


rage annual expense and minimum 
average rent 


schedule is $35.66. 
Yet the average shelter rent charged 


by the Andover jjousing authority 
for 


the audit period was $40.74,
